Ft. Duquesne 4c November 25 
At Pittsburgh; Design Based 
On Old Etching And Painting 


The 4c Ft. Duquesne bicentennial commemorative stamp, to be 
released November 25 at Pittsburgh, Pa. will feature a Wedgwood- 
like effect depicting the occupation of the fort by the British, ac- 
cording to Postmaster General Arthur E. Summerfield. 

Ft. Duquesne was important in the early struggles between 
France and England for control of the North American continent. 
George Washington visited the site at the confluence of the Monon- 
gahela and Allegheny rivers in 1753 on orders from Governor Rob- 
ert Dinwiddie of Virginia, and reported that he thought the land

Douglas Gorsline of New York, 
as the artist, interpreted the 
etching and painting and created 
a composite drawing utilizing 
only certain figures. 

Gen. Forbes is depicted in the 
foreground on a stretcher, or lit- 
ter. In addition to Col. Washing- 
ton, who is on horseback in the 
center, Col. Henry Bouquet, who 
was second in command to the 
ailing Forbes, and other figures 
were selected to represent the 
Virginia militia and provincial 
army. In the background, to the 
left, is a group raising the Brit- 
ish flag, while a segment of the 
stockade is shown burning. 

Around the sides and across 
the top of the stamp, in white 
Gothic lettering, is “1758 Fort

Consider for a moment the 
first characteristic which distin- 
guishes Japanese postal paper 
from that with which we of the 


On the 
stamps of Japan, the language is 
far from being “all Japanese’. 
Indeed, there is a fantastic array 
of varieties of inscriptions within 
the broad field of Japanese phi- 
lately. The purpose of this pres- 
ent article is to call attention to 
this fact and to point up its fas- 
cinating ramifications. No. at- 
tempt will be made here to dis- 
cuss all of the kinds of inscrip- 
tions to be found; a few samples 
will suffice. Obviously, by far 
the most of these inscriptions are 
in Japanese. 

Japanese The Japanese, 
who had no written word sys- 
tem of their own, faced many 
difficulties when they first at- 
tempted to use the Chinese logo- 
graphic system for writing Japa- 
nese. The Chinese word-symbols 
met the needs of the monosyl- 
labic, uninflected and analytic 
Chinese language. 

The problems which beset the 
Japanese, in adapting the Chi- 
nese written system to the poly- 
syllabic Japanese language with 
its highly inflected verbs and ad- 
jectives, are illuminatingly treat- 
ed by Sir George Sansom in his 
“An Historical Grammar of 
Japanese”, 1928. 

Ultimately, the Japanese came 
to the use of Chinese characters, 
which they learned from Chinese 
teachers from various parts of 
China and from various periods 
and who did not speak the same 
dialect. Thus Chinese characters 
gradually came to have two or 
three different readings, one be- 
ing preferred to the other de- 
pending upon context. 

Furthermore, the Japanese 
translated the meanings of these 
Chinese characters into Japanese,

In addi- 
tion, along about the eighth and 
ninth centuries, a system of writ- 
ing, called “kana” (taken from 
Chinese characters) also came in- 
to use. 

There are two kinds of kana; 
one is called “katakana” or 
“side” kana, so named because 
they are derived from the sides 
or parts of Chinese characters. 
The other is called “hiragana” 
resulting from cursive forms of 
entire Chinese characters. 

Both the katakana and the hi- 
ragana represent sounds and 
stand for syllables, and not let- 
ters as in the English alphabet. 
Examples of all of these kinds of 
script are to be found on the 
postage stamps of Japan, 

1), Characters — The most fre- 
quent inscription in Japanese 
philately, written in Chinese 
characters, is to be’ seen in Illus- 
tration No. 1. This is read NI- 
HON (meaning “Japan” or 
“Japanese”) and YU-BIN (mean- 
ing “post” or mail’), 

2), Katakana — Take, for ex- 
ample, the stamp issued June 18, 
1958 to mark the 50th anniver- 
sary of Japanese Emigration to 
Brazil. At the foot of this stamp, 
reading from left to right (Illus- 
tration No. 2), is the katakana 
rendition of BU-RA-JI-RU, 
standing for “Brazil’’.

In George Linn’s editorial this 
week on page four you folks are 
informed that this October 27 edi- 
tion is the last one in our 30th year 
of publication. Our 31st year begins 
with next week’s November 3 paper. 
He has highly interesting reminisc- 
ing about Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News which you newer members of 
the ‘‘family’’ will enioy. 

Because the statistical data is in 
our archives in Sidney he was not 
include it. Some 
of these figures will be of great in- 
terest to our many friends, both 
readers and dealers, since their 
loyalty and support have brought 
on the fine growth we have had. 

You might remember the resume 
of the business in the May 5 edition 
of this year when announcement 
was made of our move to new and 
more modern quarters. We are well 
situated now with only a few odds 
and ends to handle. We have had 
some visitors stop on their way 
through Sidney this summer. 

In that same news story you were 
told that the entire production of the 
paper rested on the shoulders of 
George Linn until March 1947 at 
which time I came into the picture. 
The firm was incorporated then into 
the G. W. Linn Co., Inc. with George 
Linn retaining 51% of the stock and 
yours truly the remaining 49%. 

The information which follows 
deals with the period with which 
I am familiar, the last 10% years. 
In March 1947 we had some better 
than 23,000 PAfD subscribers. By 
1949 Linn’s was 26,482 and our two 
chief competitive papers had cir- 
culations of: Publication W, 33,435; 
Publication §S, 31,398. (These and 
other circulation figures are from 
Sworn Statements of Circulation). 

Five years later. in 1954, the Paid 
Circulation of the three was: Linn’s 
41,246; Publication S, 28,823; Publi- 
cation W, 27,775. 

Just this month each of the three 
again - printed their sworn state- 
ments for 1958 showing these totals: 
Linn’s 60,349: Publication S, 32,817; 
Publication W. 31,835. So you can 
see at this stage Linu’s is almost 
twice as large as its two nearest 
competitors combined. 

This tremendous circulation (at 
least for a philatelic publication) has 
attracted the “© nation’s top flight 
dealers to serve our readers with a 
wide selection of all kinds of stamps 
and other philatelic items. Never 
before have collectors nad the won- 
derful opportunity to shop so widely 
as in each weekly edition of Linn’s. 

Back in 1247, we had slightly less 
than 100 dealers contracted to ad- 
vertise. As of this edition the total is 
349 contract advertisers, many of 
whom offer their wares each week, 
plus approximately 200 transient ac- 
counts, That figure does not include 
the Classified Ad section, four full 
pages this edition, which has hun- 
dreds more dealers. 

I ean remember back in 1947 when 
all during the fall and winter months 
we printed 12-page papers, mostly. 
Come early May, and into late Sep- 
tember we had 8-page ones most uf 
the time. Contrast this with today’s 
picture when we are. producing 24 
and 28 page papers regularly each 
week, winter and summer. And it 
seems as though we will have a 
number of 32-page ediiions this fall 
and winter — last week’s and this 
one are both that many. 

Our reading matter takes second 
place to none. We have a fine group 
of writers and correspondents who 
supply us with the tons in philatelic 
articles. We have more important 
ones on all phases of the hobby than 
other publications including the 
“slick paper’’ productions and also 
those which might be printed on the 
same type paper as ours. 

Since 1951 the last edition of each 
month has been spoiusored by a 
specialist society which provides the 
reading matter and illustrations de- 
voted to their pet subject. This has 
given our readers a highly diver- 
sified look at the hobby, a great 
amount of information and an op- 
portunity for them to become as- 
sociated with the Jeading collectors’ 
groups of this country. 

A very fine tribute to Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News has come in the 
form of the special editions which 
have been sponsored by the postal 
administrations of several foreign 
governments. The first was by the 
Netherlands in December 1957, the 
next by Egypt in July 1958, and just 
last week by Switzerland. There are 
still more to come! 

Readers can determine whether 
today’s subscription at $1.50 per 
year in the U.S. is a top bargain 
buy (less than 3c per week). In 
1947 the rate was $1 per year, to- 
day it is just 50c more, and you get 
400% more newspaper. In_ that

3), Hiragana — The titular in- 
scription on the miniature sheet 
marking the Children’s Exhibi- 
tion in Inuyama, issued May 5, 
1949 (in Ilustration 3) is in hi- 
ragana, reads KO-DO-MO, and 
means “children”, 

4), Mixed Character and Hi-, 
ragana — The marginal inscrip- 
tion of the Arbor Day Stamp of 
April 1, 1949 (Illustration 4) is 
read UETE SODATEYO WARE- 
RA NO KYODO, the bold face 
parts being hiragana, the balance 
being in characters. 

There are very many styles in 
the writing of Chinese charac- 
ters, but no useful point is to be 
served by any discussion of these 
styles within the confines of this 
simple account. Aside from Chi- 
nese characters, known as kanji 
in Japanese, and aside from both 
katakana and and _hiragana, 
there are a number of other 
types of writing to be found on 
the stamps of Japan. 

English — The commemora- 
tive stamp issued in Japan last 
September 7 contains the follow- 
ing: “5th International Congress 
on Diseases of the Chest” and 
“7th International Congress on 
Bronchoesophagology”. These are 
repeated, in Japanese, in the in- 
scriptions in the east and west 
panels, respectively. 

Japanese written in English 
letters — We are all familiar 
with “sen” and “yen”, which are 
Japanese words found on Japa- 
nese stamps but written with 
English letters or, to use the 
commoner term, written in ro- 
man letters, or romanized. Simi- 
larly, we find such romanizations 
as BEPPU, FUJI-HAKONE, and 
the like. 

Frfench language inscrip- 
tions are to be seen in a number 
of instances. One coming to mind 
is that found on the miniature 
sheet issued December 25, 1938, 
reading PARC NATIONAL DE 
NIKKO. Surely, all who receive 
airmail from Japan will have 
noted the PAR AVION stickers 
on the envelopes. 

Chemical symbols — All will 
have noted the C?H5OH appear- 
ing on the stamp issued Septem- 
ber 14, 1948 to mark the 10th an- 
niversary of the enforcement of 
the Alcohol Monopoly Law. This 
is read in several ways, including 
A-RU-KO-O-RU (in Japanese), 
“alcohol” (in English) or even as 
“ethyl hydrate”. 

Esperanto — Many are famil- 
jar with the Esperanto Congress 
held in Japan in November 1956 
when a special commemorative 
cancellation was used reading 
“JAPANA JUBILEA KONGRE- 
SO ESPERANTA”, 

This marked the 5th anniver- 
sary of the Esperanto Movement 
in Japan with first day covers 
reading “1906 ORA JUBILEO DE 
JAPANA ESPERANTO-MOVA- 
DO 1956”. 

Korean, as does Japanese, 
employs both Chinese characters 
and syllabics. The Chinese char- 
acters are read in Korean and 
not in Chinese, but the readings 
are closer to the Chinese origi- 
nals than the Sino-Japanese 
readings accorded by the Japa- 
nese to Chinese characters. For 
example, the characters in Ilus- 
tration No. 5, reading from left 
to right, are read: 


Details are set forth in the accom- 


TAE - HAN - CHE - KUK (in Ko- 
rean), DAI-KAN-TEI-KOKU (in 
Japanese) and TA-HAN-TI-KUO 
(in Chinese), yet however it is 
read, it means “Imperial Korea”! 

Other Korean stamps (also 
falling within the embrace of 
Japanese philately) give the 
same inscription written in the 
Chinese alphabet/syllabary, as 
seen in Illustration No. 6. 

Ryukyuan — While on the 
subject of Chinese characters, 
mention might be made of the 
fact that they are used in the 
Ryukyu Islands also and, as in 
the case of the Japanese, are at 
times accorded readings which 
are peculiarly Ryukyuan. For ex- 
ample, in the case of the postal 
cancellation, seen in Illustration 
No. 7, this is read: 

ogee GUSHIKU 
yuan, an 
NARA’ SHIRO or CHU JO in 
Japanese 

Chinese inscriptions in large 
numbers are used on the stamps 
of Manchukuo and on the stamps 
of the Japanese Occupation of 
China. To cite but a single in- 
stance, let us examine the two 
stamps issued May 25, 1941 to 
commemorate the Enactment of 
Conscription Law. 

A Chinese slogan is to be 
found above each top stamp in 
the sheet, as shown in Illustra- 
tion No. 8, meaning “It is impor-

YIMIAN YOUJIAN CUODI (in 
the new Chinese communist al- 
phabet), but in the more familiar 
modified Wade-Giles rendition, it 
is WU-YAO HSUAN-KUA MEN- 
P’AI I-MIEN YU-CHIEN TS’O- 
yu 

Let us now turn to some of the 
inscriptions found on the stamps 
of Japanese Occupation of South- 
east Asia. In the Philippine Is- 
lands, we find, for example: 

Tagalog inscriptions either on 
the stamps or in the cancella- 
tions, such as LIMBAGAN mean- 
ing “Printing Press”, K.P. (stand- 
ing for KAGAMITAN PAMPA- 
MAHALAAN meaning “Gov- 
ernment Business”, and KALA- 
YAAN (“Independence”) NG (or 
NANG) (“‘of? PILIPINAS 
(“Philippines”). 

Spanish — The miniature sheet 
of October 14, 1943, contains in 
the Spanish language the fourth 
stanza of the “Last Farewell” of 
Dr. Jose Rizal, one line of which, 
for example, runs: 

MIS (“My”) SUENOS 
(“dreams”) CUANDO (‘when’) 
JOVEN (“young”) YA _ (“and”) 
ALLENO (‘full’) DE (“of”) VI- 
GOR (“vigor’’). 

Tagalan — The issue of Octo- 
ber 14, 1943 shows the Tagalog 
KALAYAAN NG _ PILIPINAS 
in the upper portion, but imme- 
diately below it, as seen in Illus- 
tration No. 9, is the Tagalan in- 
scription which is similarly pro- 
nounced, 

Tagalan is described by Mag- 
tanggul Asa as “one of the best 
indices of the existence of an au- 
tochthonous culture in this part 
of the globe in prehispanic days” 
and as “an ancient system of 
writing whose syllabary was 
known as the baybayin, consist- 
ing of seventeen characters and 
several paleographic signs.” 

Thai — The stamps printed in 
Japan and issued in Thailand 
May 13, 1957 to mark the 2500th 
anniversary of the death of Bud- 
dha show Thai inscriptions. The 
simplest of them, found at the 
top of each value (illustrated in 
No. 10) and reading from left to 
right, reads BPRA-TET (‘“Na- 
tion”) TAI (“Thai”) which to- 
gether mean “Thailand”. 

Annamese inscriptions appear 
on the stamps printed in Japan 
and issued in Viet Nam on No- 
vember 7, for example: 

VIET NAM CONG HOA (“Re- 
public of Viet Nam’) BUU- 
CHINH (“Postal Administra- 
tion”) and D (an abbreviation of 
“dong” meaning “piastres”), 

The same stamps also show the 
English, Spanish and Annamese 
inscriptions, of identical mean- 
ing, reading: 

OPERATION BROTHERHOOD 
OPERATION FRATERNIDAD 
CONG-TAC HUYNH-DE 

Urdu inscriptions are encoun- 
tered on the stamps prepared in 
Rangoon by order of the Japa- 
nese military authorities for use 
in the intended occupation of In-

Burmese — To take but a 
couple of words from the Bur- 
mese inscriptions on the stamps 
of the Japanese Occupation of 
in Illustration 
No. 11, BA MA on the left read- 
ing from left to right and mean-

ing “Burma”, and YON THON 
on the right meaning “Official 
Use”. 


Mongolian — Illustration No. 
12 shows a Mongolian word 
taken from one of the several 
Mongolian inscriptions found on 
the commemorative stamps is- 
sued for Inner Mongolia in 1943 
and 1944 by the Japanese. 


These stamps were printed in 
Japan and the Mongolian in- 
scriptions, according to some au- 
thorities, were written by some 
individual not entirely familiar 
with Mongolian script. Conse- 
quently, it is alleged, several er- 
rors were made. Illustration No. 
12, therefore, shows but the sin- 
gle word “Mongol” or “Mongo- 
lian”, 

Before bringing this short ac- 
count to a close, it might be men- 
tioned that there were German in- 
scriptions (German Prisoner of 
War Mail, World War I, in Ja- 
pan; Japanese Naval Occupation 
of the Marshall Islands in the 
same war) and Dutch inscriptions 
on the starhps overprinted dur- 
ing the Japanese Occupation of 
the Dutch East Indies, 


Also, there are Arabic and 
Malayan inscriptions found on 
the stamps overprinted during 
the Japanese Occupation of the 
Malay Peninsula; Russian in- 
scription (transliterated by Japa- 
nese kana) in the postmarks of 
the Japanese Occupation of Si- 
beria in 1920, and so on, not dis- 
cussed in this over-all survey ac- 
count, 


Surely enough has been writ- 
ten and illustrated to show that 
there is indeed a fantastic array 
of varieties of inscriptions within 
the broad field of Japanese Phi- 
lately,

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Japanese Philately’s $64,000 
Question: What Happened In 


Occupied Portuguese Timor? 
R. P. Alexander 


If Winston Churchill were a philatelist reviewing the results 
of research into the philatelic aspects of the Japanese Occupation 
of Timor, he would probably say: “Never has no little been learned 


y so few working so much.” 


Fairly complete information — 


is available on the operation of 


Japanese military post offices in Portuguese Timor during the pe- 
riod in question, thanks to a study made by Seki, Masakata, an ISJP 
member and an Official of the Japanese Ministry of Postal Services. 


The study in question was 
published by Nakagawa Choichi, 
another ISJP* member in Japan. 
It contains full particulars of the 
Army Field Post Offices (and 
their branches) and also of the 
Naval Post Offices involved. 

But what of civilian mail ser- 
vices in Portuguese Timor during 
the period of Japanese military 
control? The well-known hand- 
book by Hedeman and Boekema, 
“pAI NIPPON IN SOUTH EAST 
ASIA, 1948” states, “It is still ob- 
gcure what has happened to the 
prewar stamps of the Portuguese 
art of Timor, and we shall glad- 

be enlightened on this point, 
in spite of the fact that the Por- 
tuguese officials do not appear to 
know anything of the subject.” 

Back in 1940, the Portuguese 
part of the island had a popula- 
tion of almost half a million in 
an area of 7383 square miles, It 
appears probable that some form 
of civilian mail service was kept 
in operation, but the evidence 
available is mighty scanty. 

The Portuguese Embassy in 
Washington, D. C. informed the 
writer on January 7, 1957 that: 
* ., this Embassy has been in- 
formed that during the period of 
Japanese occupation in World 
War II, there were no postal 
gervices in Timor, now were 
stamps used or post offices es- 
tablished in that territory.” 

Various scraps, bits and pieces 
of tantalizing information have 
become available. Some eight or 
ten years ago, Robert M. Spauld- 
ing, Jr. saw in Tokyo an album 
page containing approximately a 
dozen stamps of Portuguese Ti- 
mor (regular issues) bearing an 
anchor overprint. All were mint 
and to the best of his recollec- 
tion, Mr. Spaulding believes that 








the overprint was in black. 

The almost unanimous consen- 
sus in Tokyo is, or at least was, 
that all of the overprints of Por- 
tuguese Timor were fraudulent, 
but this belief appears to have 
been based upon lack of knowl- 
edge as to just what happened. 

John A. Morrisby, now of 
Tasmania, informs the writer 
that he was part of the force 
which landed in Timor to lib- 
erate the island from the Japa- 
nese. Shortly after landing at 
Koepang, he sent his sergeant 
and a small group to Dili with 
specific instructions to ascertain 
from the Portuguese authorities 
particulars of what had happen- 
ed during Japanese occupation 
ra as stamps were concern- 
ed. 

The sergeant reported that no 
Portuguese Timor stamps had 
been overprinted but that he had 
been able to obtain a few of the 
regular stamps from one of the 
local postmasters. 

Through Andrew Cronin, now 
of Toronto, Ontario, I have ob- 
tained some copies of stamps of 
the Japanese occupation of 
Dutch Timor, overprinted “NICA 
/ TIMOR” and used in Dutch Ti- 
mor after the surrender of Japa- 
nese forces at the end of the war. 

A source of information devel- 
oped by E. J. Felix of La Habra, 
Calif. and residing in Holland 
writes, “Following the initial oc- 
cupation of Portuguese Timor by 
Allied Forces in December 1941 
(under Portuguese protest), the 
government continued to func- 
tion (including the postal ser- 
vices). Up to now, we have not 
any »Portuguese report or publi- 
cation’ on Portuguese Timor in 
wartime. We should be obliged 





for any information in this di- 
rection.” 

Unfortunately, most of the 
records of the Japanese military 
and naval post offices in Portu- 
guese Timor were destroyed, ac- 
cidentally or intentionally during 
or just after the war. 

Letters of inquiry I have sent 
to Portuguese doctors, lawyers 
and businessmen now living in 
Dili, who lived in Dili before the 
war and who presumably were 
in Dili throughout the Japanese 
Occupation have one thing in 
common with letters I have sent 
to the Chief of the Division of 
Posts and Telegraph, Govern- 
ment of Portuguese Timor, in 
Dili and to other colonial offi- 
cials in Portuguese Timor: no re- 
sponses of any kind were re- 
ceived! 

Detailed examinations of 
Japanese, Dutch and Australian 
accounts of military operations 
on the island, notably those of 
Lt. Col. Noborizaka Susumu and 
of Col. Oda Akimitsu and con- 
firmed by Maj. Gen. Takashima 
and Lt. Col. Yamashita, both 
staff officers of Military Opera- 
tions, have thrown no light on 
the mystery. 

The Australian Independent 
Companies who engaged in guer- 
rilla warfare with the Japanese 
after Japanese control of the is- 
land have no information (some- 
what naturally) on the subject. 
The archives of the Australian 
War Memorial and of the His- 
torical Division of the U. S. 
Army are barren of information 
on the subject. 

Mr. Felix also has serit out 
scores of letters withcut solving 
the mystery. In summary, no 
information of a specific nature 
has been secured on the actual 
operation of the civilian post of- 
fice in Portuguese Timor during 
the period of Japanese occupa- 
tion, 

A possible clue has been pro- 
vided by Robert M. Spaulding, 
Jr. who reports upon the subject 
of Portuguese neutrality at the 
time Japan had decided to in- 
vade Portuguese as well as Dutch 
Timor even though Japan had no 
plans for declaring war on Por- 
tugal. Mr. Spaulding writes: 

“However, there was a violent 
dispute within the Japanese high 
command over the course of action 
to be followed once Timor had 
been conquered. Army General 
Tojo Hideki, then Prime Minister 
of Japan, declared at a January 





28, 1942 conference in Tokyo 
that Japanese forces should 
withdraw from Portuguese Ti- 
mor once the island had been 
wrested from’ Allied control, un- 
less, of course, Portugal should 


enter the war on the side of the|/p 


Allies, 

“The Japanese Navy, however, 
wanted to retain-all of Timor in 
order to facilitate future opera- 
tions against Darwin. At _ the 
January 28 meeting, Admiral 
Nagano Osamu, Chief of the Im- 
perial Naval Staff, insisted that 
the decision to withdraw from 
Portuguese Timor must depend 
not only on Portuguese neutrali- 
ty but also on ‘other circum- 
stances prevailing at the time’— 
a phrase which was obviously in- 
tended to leave the Navy com- 
plete freedom of choice. 

“Tojo apparently threatened to 
submit the dispute to the Emper- 
or for decision, but evidently this 
was not done. At a further con- 
ference on February i, the dis- 
pute continued, but was finally 
resolved on terms which rep- 
resented in essence a victory for 
Admiral Nagano. It was agreed 
that Japanese forces would with- 
draw from Portuguese territory 
if Portugal maintained its neu- 
trality after the invasion, but 
that Japanese forces ‘would con- 
tinue to occupy the entire island 
as a military base if over-all 
military conditions made such a 
withdrawal inadvisable.’ ” 

Portugal did remain neutral, 
despite Japanese occupation of 
Portuguese Timor. Mr. Spauld- 
ing continues: 

“The other Portuguese posses- 
sion in the area overrun by Ja- 
pan, Macao, was apparently 
never occupied by Japanese 
forces, although it is evident that 
Portuguese authorities in Macao 
cooperated with Japanese au- 
thorities in nearby Hong Kong 
and surrounding parts of Japa- 
nese occupied China, 

“Postal service between Macao 
and Japanese occupied territory 
(especially Hong Kong) seems to 
have continued without interrup- 
tion throughout the war, using 
the normal Portuguese Macao 
stamps. Whether there was any 
kind of agreement, tacit or oth- 
erwise, between Japan and Por- 
tugal over Portuguese Timor, as 
there was with Vichy France 
over French Indo China, is not 
known to me.

As to the stamps Mr. Spauld- 
ing saw a decade ago: forged an- 
chor overprints do, of course, 
exist, and it is well established 
that such an overprint was ap- 
plied in Tokyo, after World War 
II, to Australian New Guinea 
stamps. 

Whether or not the Portuguese 
Timor stamps I saw fall in this 
category, or are genuine but un- 
recorded issues, is an unresolved 
question. It should be noted that 
the stamps could be genuine 
even if the overprint were un- 
like other anchor overprints in 
some detail, since many different 
anchor overprints were used. 

It is requested that anyone—

In time the postal authorities de- 
cided that some form of a New 
Year’s greeting should be issued. So 
on December 1, 1935 the first stamp 
of the series appeared, with a spe- 
cial cancellation. 

Two more were issued prior to 
World War II. These adhesives were 
to be sold before the New Year 
holiday and used on printed New 
Year’s greeting cards. Facilities 
were provided at the Post Office for 
a special cancellation. 

After the war, in December 1949, 
the Japanese government issued a 
New Year’s post card, the first of 
what has become an annual issue. 
Thus the reason behind the New 
Year stamps was no longer present, 
but the public continued to accept 
the stamps issued at this time as 
intended for the same use even 
though they were no longer called 
New Year stamps by the govern- 
ment. 

The New Year souvenir sheets of 
1949 and the following years were 
not sold to the public through Post 
Offices, but were distributed through 
a national lottery with numbers 
printed on the government-issued 
New Year’s cards. These souvenir 
sheets can also be used for postage 
since the Ministry approves them as 
postal revenue. 

The stamp numbers used in this 
article are those in the ‘‘Specialized 
Catalogue of the Postage Stamps of 
Japan’’, English Edition, 1955, com- 
piled by Robert M. Spaulding, Jr., 
and “Japanese Postage Stamps”’ by 
Yokichi Yamamoto, prepared for 
the Japan Travel Bureau. Bv this 
numbering it is easy to identify the 
stamps and avoid mistaking them 
for other commemoratives. 

NY1 (Scott No. 222) was issued 
December 1, 1935 with a design of 
Mt. Fuji in the center and a frame 
border of pine, bamboo, and plum 
(SHO-CHIKU-BAI) meaning longev- 
ity or good fortune. This item was 
also issued for. the mandated islands 
of Marshall, Mariana and Caroline 
on November 15, 1935. 

The color is rose carmine with a 
value of 1% sen. It was printed by 
typography on white wove paper, 
unwatermarked. Regular sheets 
come in 100 (10x10) and the souvenir 
sheet in 20 (4x5). There were two 
types of these, one with the top 
margin written in Kanji ‘Showa 11 
year (1936) New Year’s Greeting 
Postal Service Stamp’ and _ the 
other with title on the right mar- 
ginal border. 

This latter sheet I haven’t seen, 
but others have reported that they 
know it is in existence. The sheet 
has the imprint below position 18-19 
reading ‘“‘Produced by Cabinet Print- 
ing Bureau’, while the regular 
sheet, below stamps 97-99 on the 
right lower corner, has ‘‘Produced 
by Great Japanese Government 
Cabinet Printing Bureau’’. 

The New Year cancellation is a 
special type, rectangular in shape, 
measuring approximately 22 x 17 
mm, with a flying crane bearing 
pine branches in its beak. These are 
canceled on the stamps, and _ the 
usual date and city name are used 
elsewhere. 

Col. W. F. Bowers, in his articles 
on Japanese postmarks, mentions a 
circle cancellation like the usual 
cancel with the name of the .city 
and picturing the flying crane with 
clouds, but with no pine sprigs in 
its beak. 

He also explains that there is a 
hand canceled ‘“‘TE” written in 
Katakana which means “post of- 
fice”. “TE” is the first sylable in 
“Teishin Sho”? (Communication Min- 
istry). (See Volume XIII No. 3, May 
1958 of ‘‘Japanese Philately’, ‘“‘The 
Japanese Postal Emblem”’.) 

This was due to the large volume 

of mail with but one canceling 
machine. So canceling the mail be- 
came a “family project’? in the 
the small community where the 
lone machine could not complete the 
work in time. 
_ NY2 (Scott No. 234)—The design 
is the “Wedded Rocks” of Futami- 
Ga-Ura near the Daijingu shrine of 
Ise. The scene suggests the dawn 
of the year. The stamp is printed 
in photogravure and is the first to 
be so printed in Japan. 

Sheets are of 100 (10x10), 1%s. in 
value; color, carmine rose. The im- 
print reads ‘Produced by Cabinet 
Printing Bureau.’ Perforation is 
13x1312; paper, ordinary white wa- 
termarked with parallel zigzag lines. 
This was issued December 10, 1936. 
_The cancellation used is the same 
size rectangular shape as the NY1 
cancel. Within its border is the 
orange at the top with two branches 
of pine, one on each side. Inside 
the pine, hanging down, is the cut-

This type of decoration is usually 
hung at the entrance of a house to 
keep evil spirits away. 

NY3 (Scott No. 256)—This stamp, 
bright red or scarlet, was issued 
December 15, 1937 with a value of 
2s. It was intended as a regular 
stamp, but the people used it for 
New Year and the government had 
a special cancellation made. 

This adhesive is printed in photo- 
gravure on unwatermarked ordinary 
paper, in sheets of 100 (10x10) with 
a perforation of 13x13. The imprint 
reads ‘Produced by Cabinet Print- 
ing Bureau’’. 

The cancellation is rectangular 
again, featuring a typical Shinto 
altar. The unpainted wooden offer- 
ing table bears two pounded and 
dried rice cakes called ‘‘mochi’’, 
with an orange placed on top. Two 
pine sprigs or branches are placed 
in front of this ‘‘mochi’’. These 
details I can remember from my 
own childhood, but did not know the 
meaning of it. ‘‘Mochi’” in the 
Shinto offering is an expression of 
thanks to God for an abundant rice 
harvest. 

NY4 (Scott No. 424)—On Decem- 
ber 13, 1948 a 2 yen scarlet stamp 
was issued for use on New Year’s 
postcards and letters. The design 
is a child playing ‘“‘Hane-tsuki’’ with 
a battledore and shuttlecock. The 
imprint reads ‘‘Produced by Print- 
ing Bureau’, below stamp No. 49. 
This is in sheets of 50 (5x10) printed 
on ordinary white paper, unwater- 
marked, by photogravure. The per- 
foration is 13x134%%. No special can- 
cellation was used. 

In 1950 the Postal Ministry print- 
ed a postcard for New Year’s use.

booth in the lacge, spacious 
lobby, attended by two clerks, 
clearly indicated the sale of stamps 
to collectors. This sales space is 
unique and, as well, efficient. 

On the front of the cabinet con- 
taining the stamps for sale there is 
mounted, behind glass, each stamp 
available. Beside each is a pushbut- 
ton. Merely by pressing it the stamp 
desired is indicated. If stamps are 
wanted in quantity the number of 
pushes will so indicate, or spoken 
directions can be given. 





From top to bottom, right to left 
is the manner of writing Japanese. 
Envelopes are addressed “the long 
way”, with stamps affixed at 
what is then the upper left corner. 


When I identified myself as a 
stamp collector I was given a leaflet 
entitled “How to get Japanese 
stamps’’.’ This list is no ordinary 
mimeographed sheet; instead, it is 
six pages attractively printed in 
colors on excellent white stock. It 
is illustrated in natural color by one 
of the stamps on sale, the 8 yen 
carmine rose picturing the Uragami 
Catholic Church, Nagasaki. 

The Japanese stamps are not 
heavily gummed and perhaps for 
very good reason, as aforemen- 


Three Hours In Tokyo

While traveling in Japan four years ago, Tokyo occupied con- 
And no part of it was of greater pleasure or 
profit than the three hours’ visit to the Tokyo Central Post Office. 

Arriving in the hot, humid days of August, I soon learned 
that this was no time to buy stamps. The few U. S. adhesives I 
had for postage were stuck in the glassine pocket file. In the post 
office, my only purpose was to purchase a few stamps for Japanese 
SS a and to ascertain the rates of postage. 





tioned. And perhaps for sanitary 
reasons also, for a nearby table 
provided a large bowl of white 
paste, with brushes. I found this to 
be a busy place. This was August. 
It was not until later in the month 
of November that I really purchased 
stamps. 

During my stay in Japan, one of 
the pleasures in keeping up with 
the news, both local and internation- 
al, was in reading the ‘‘Nippon 
Times’’. It is one of three excellent 
English daily newspapers published 
in Tokyo. 

It contains a very good stamp col- 
umn printed about once each week. 
In addition, articles pertaining to 
stamp collecting are published fre- 
quently. None other than the city 
editor of the Times, Tamotsu Mura- 
yama, is responsible for this fine 
publicity. He is also president of the 
Tokyo Kitte Kai’s, an English speak- 
ing stamp club. 

It was at a meeting of this club 
in November that I met Tatsuo Ban. 
Mr. Ban is the director of the 
Philatelic Agency, Tokyo Central 
Post Office. The 10 yen _ booklet 
panes issued in connection with Na- 
tional Philatelic Week were distrib- 
uted to members who had advanced 
payment for the desired number of 
copies. 

The pane was sold for 100y. and 
according to the Nippon Times only 
a week later its value went up 300 
to 400y. The Philatelic Agency of the 
Central Post Office revealed that 
there were so many orders from 
foreign countries that it was almost 
impossible to fill them. 

About 2,000 panes were sold on 
November 20. However, only about 
200 of them were cancelled with 
the first day of issue postmark. 

I had told Mr. Ban of my wish 
to purchase stamps. Needless to say 
he was graciously responsive and 
an appointment was made for the 
following Friday afternoon. As a 
starter, I had mentioned that I 
would like one of each stamp in 
stock. 

Tatsuo Ban’s business card, print- 
ed in both English and Japanese, 
served as a guide to Room 319, 
Tokyo Central Post Office. I entered 
a large room, crowded with numer- 
ous filing cabinets and flat, table 
top desks. Several of the workers 
smiled and bowed. They had been 
expecting me and my stamps were

Entirely in Danish, and requir- 
ing some knowledge of the lan- 
guage to permit ‘understanding 
the data, it is still an attractive 
volume to the student of the is- 
sues of that Scandinavian coun- 
try. It is priced at 22 Kroner in 
paper binding, 26Kr. cloth, from 
the publishers, Aarhus Fri- 
maerkehandel, Bruunsgade _ 33, 
Aarhus, Denmark.

As usual the utmost courtesy was 
accorded me. 

The next two or three hours were 
very. interesting and informative. 
Over 10,000 workers are employed, 
many of them young men of appar- 
ently college age. Considerable 
mechanization is evident, especially 
in the use of conveyers and eleva- 
tors. Similar methods of mail dis- 
tribution and dispatching are used 
as is common in America. 

One is impressed with the rapidity 
and efficiency of the many mail dis- 
tributors. In the use of their hands, 
the Japanese particularly excel. This 
is just as true, it seems, in the 
handling of mail as in the amaz- 
ing handiwork of the many arts and 
crafts. 

I was especially interested in the 
dispatching of letters in the inter- 
national mail section. Here is one 
important exception from American 
methods; it must be because it is 
Japanese. Envelopes addressed in 
English language are cased in the 
same way as one addressed in 
Japanese. 

To understand this, one must know 
that books are read from the very 
last page from right vertically to 
left and that for them the end is 
only the beginning for us as English 
readers. This is offered in explana- 
tion only. 

For instance, a long rectangular 
envelope is addressed in Japanese 
characters in a vertiéal style right 
to left with the stamp affixed on 
the left at the top of the narrow 
side of the envelope, as illustrated. 
Letters cased are thrust forward as 
the addresses are read forward 
from top to bottom. 

On envelopes with English ad- 
dresses the words are read from 
the side! There is no lost motion 
of swinging a long horizontal enve- 
lope to a forward horizontal position. 


The address is quickly read- as the 
envelope is handled and thrust for- 
ward, 

All envelopes needing further 
clarification and postage due rating 
are taken to the desk of the direc- 
tory clerk. This position is ably filled 
by one of the post office’s most 
experienced employees, a gentleman 
with over 40 years’ service. - 

Efficiency was attesied to by the 
very small number of letters on 
hand, three in fact, to be corrected. 
Mr. Ban, who himself has been a 
post office worker for 37 years, 
proudly mentioned that he had at 
one time occupied this desk. 

The post office is less than a block 
from the Tokyo Central Railway 
Station. One of the innovations is 
the subway which connects by elec- 
tric trucks the post office and the 
station. 

Observing that the post office is 
of old construction, in marked con- 
trast to the many fine, modern 
buildings in new Tokyo, I asked my 
guide if the building had _ been 
bombed. His reply was, ‘No, it 
wasn’t bombed.” 

This is all the more surprising 
when we know that Tokyo was more 
than 50 per cent destroyed in War 
II and by the close proximity of the 
huge building to the vital trans- 





portation system in Tokyo. ~- 
Returning to Mr. Ban’s office, we 

picked up our completed requisition 

of stamps. Next came my inquiry 


for first day covers. Although I had | 


seen the stamp store near an en- 
trance in the lobby, I had merely 
thought of it as a concession, pri- 
vately operated, 

Such is not the case, however. Mr. 
Ban insisted on accompanying me 
to this store so that my _ wishes 
could be properly interpreted. I 
asked for one of each of every first 
day cover on sale. This consignment 
consisted of 31 covers, very attrac- 
tively cacheted in actual color, with 
scenery or pictorial postmarks in 
brown color carefully handstamped 
on one corner of the stamp. 

Each envelope contains a white 
card imprinted in black ink with a 
copy of the stamp or stamps and 
all information in both Japanese and 
English pertinent to the history of 
the stamp. All this for 20y. (6c) in 
addition to the face value of the 
stamps! 

Covers obtained ranged from July 
9, 1951, Mori Ogai, Scott’s No. 489 
to October 13, 1954 bearing two 
stamps commemorating the 75th 
Anniversary of Japan’s Accession to 
the International Telecommunication 
Union. 





Airmail covers were Nos C30 and 
C39. In addition to covers, attrac- 
tively displayed sets of new issues 
of Japan and foreign countries are 
on sale as well as various philatelic 
supplies. Profits accrue to the bene- 
fit of the Mutual Aid to Postal Em-° 
ployee’s Association. 

Upon my return home, it was a 
great pleasure to examine the many 
beautiful stamps I had purchased 
in Japan. The earliest is No. 404, 
the 50 sen dark brown of 1948 al- 
though this is listed in the Agency 
pamphlet as issued April 15, 1946 
(No. 358, imperf). 

A full 122 varieties further on we 
come to the National Philatelic 
Week panes previously mentioned 
and three of the four Buddha at 
Kamakura airmails. It is regretted 
that several of the National Park 
series are missing or incomplete; 
especially are the lower values out 
of stock. The attractive Men-of-Cul- 
ture series of 18 stamps is complete. 

This is truly a rare display of 
colorful stamps depicting Japan's 
natural beauty and genuine cultural 
traits. It is indeed something to be 
appreciated by me and collected— 
I'll sell only the duplicates—because 
of that memorable three hours in 
Tokyo, Friday afternoon, November 
26, 1954.

Kitte Shumi (formerly Kitte 
Bunka)—This is the oldest and best 
known of the Japanese philatelic 
publications. Founded in January 
1930 by the late Yoshida Ichiro (once 
“honorary president” of the Inter- 
national Society for Japanese Phi- 
lately), it is actually 2 continuance 
of an even earlier house organ of 
the Yoshida firm, titled ‘‘Sutampu 
Korekutaa”’ (‘‘Stamp  Collector’’), 
first published in June 1922. 

It has appeared continuously since 
1930 except for war-caused suspen- 
sions in 1944-46 and 1948-1951. Out- 
standing are its articles on Japanese 
philately and on topical collecting. 
Some of its series on the latter have 
been running for years under the 
same by-lines. 

Currently edited by ISJP director 
Yoshida’ Riichi, son of Yoshida 
Ichiro, it is published monthly by 
Kitte Bunka Kai, 3,3600 Mejiro, 
Toshima-Ku, Tokyo, Japan. 

Kitte Kenkyu (‘‘Stamp Research’’) 
—the monthly organ of a specialist 
society for philatelic research, or- 
ganized in Tokyo in October 1950 
under the name “‘Institute of Phi- 
lately, Japan’’. Membership is com- 
posed of outstanding Japanese spe- 
cialist in various fields, but the 
magazine has tended to concentrate 
on foreign stamps, especially Euro- 


pean. 
Actually, Kitte Kenkyu harks back 
to the ‘Japanese Postage Stamp 
Assn.”’ which was founded in 1936 
by the Ministry of Communications 
of Japan. That Society was formed 
to promote philately all over Japan, 
to publish the monthly Yubin Kitte 
and to sell new issues of Japanese 
stamps. The president was Taka- 
haru Mitsui (then “Baron Mitsui’) 
who is the honorary counselor of 
the International Society for Japa- 
nese Philately. The chief director 
was the Vice-Minister of Posts. 
The society continued its activities 
during World War II, but after the 
war was dissolved because it could 
not continue upon the basis of mem- 
bership fees alone. President Taka- 
haru Mitsui proposed that the gov- 
ernment establish a real philatelic 
agency, bear the cost of its opera- 
tion, and more actively engage in 
the sale of postage stamps. 
Following the establishment of the 
Philatelic Agency, the Japanese 
Postage Stamp Assn. was dissolved. 
Those _ philatelists, however, who 
wanted to continue publication of a 
monthly philatelic journal, and who 
wanted no part of governmental 
support or supervision, founded the 
Kitte Kenkyu Kai. 
Mishima Yoshitsugu fan ISJP di- 
rector), Dr. Ogura Yuzuru_ and 
Kojima Yunosuke helped Mr. Mitsui 
and in July 1950, the Kitte Kenkyu 
Kai was founded. Since October of 
that year it has also been under 
the English title of The Institute of 
Philately, Japan. It publishes not 
only monthly bulletins but special 
editions and books as well. 
President Mitsui is also a member 
of the expert committee of the 
Ministry of Posts, a special member 
of the section of postal history of the 
Ministry of - Posts, and a lecturer 
at the post school. 
The Kitte Kenkyu from April 1958 
began publishing, with color page 
illustrations, an account of stamp 
forgeries from Mr. Kojima’s collec- 
tion. Explanatory notes are by 
President Mitsui. 6/630 Araijuku, 
Ota-Ku, Tokyo. 
Keshi-In To Entaiva (‘Cancella- 
tions and Covers”) is edited and 
published by Dr. Choichi Nakagawa 
(ISJP member) as a labor of love. 
It is one of the world’s outstanding 
specialist magazines, despite its 
very small circulation. Mimeograph- 
ed from hand written stencils, but 
of very high-quality reproduction, it 
is copiously illustrated with incred- 
ibly painstaking line - drawings.

Kyoto Sun-Yo, the second oldest 
and one of the most popular of the 
Japanese magazines, was first pub- 
lished in 1936, and-issued continuous- 
ly since then. Some of the 1945 issues 
actually appeared later than the 
date they bear—that is, skipped 
issues were eventually replaced, 
when printing was resumed after 
war caused suspension. 

Presently published three times a 
month, it is the only Japanese 
philatelic publication to appear so 
often, and thus has a special reputa- 
tion for early reporting of news. 

It publishes relatively few articles 
of length comparable to the month- 
lies, but is a valuable reference 
work for checking dates and details 
of new issues of Japan. Shimo Ka- 
jima, Taka-tori machi, Taka-ichi- 
gun, Nara Prefecture, Japan. 

Yushu, published monthly since 
Sept. 1946 (with several lapses) 
by Meiso Mizuhara (Hisoka Ochiai), 
appears in the name of the “Japan 
Philatelic Society’’. Though its editor 
has become one of the most criticis- 
ed and controversial figures in Jap- 
anese philately, and though the 
magazine has been criticized for 
publishing irresponsible’ or ‘‘pro-

less contained some interesting ma- 
terial of permanent value.

Kaisai Yushu is the monthly organ 
of the Kansai Philatelic League, a 
federation of philatelic societies in 
western Japan. It began publication 
in June 1949 and despite its youth, 
has acquired something of a reputa- 
tion for publishing articles of per- 
manent value.

There have 
been some changes since that time, 
but they are relatively minor jn 
nature. A large number of other 
philatelic publications is appearing 
regularly or otherwise in Japan, but 
this glimpse should be sufficient to 
indicate that there is no dearth of 
philatelic literary activity in the 
country itself.

ISJP Undertakes 
Gigantic Project 


How many perforation variations 
exist within the various issues of 
Japan? This question was posed by 
Robert M. Spaulding, Jr. in the 
September 1957 issue of ‘“‘Japanese 
Philately”, magazine of the Inter- 
national Society for Japanese Phi- 
lately, in an article entitled ‘“‘A Pro- 
posal for Collective Action’’. 

The answer to the question is, 
of course, hundreds. The verifica- 
tion of these varieties is a time- 
éonsuming job, ‘but a project in 
which all Japanese specialists can 
participate, regardless of their levels 
of specialization. 

One can even be a rank beginner 
and contribute as much as the ex- 
perienced collector. All one needs 
to know is how to recognize Jap- 
anese stamps and how to use a 
perforation gauge. 

_ Everything from visual verifica- 
tion to hearsay has been the source 
of information on the legion of 
perforation varieties of Japanese 
stamps. Some of these varieties may 
well be- extremely scarce, while oth- 
ers are as common as 3c Liberties. 

The only sensible approach to the 
problem has been to meet it head- 
on,- that is, to actually measure each 
variety. To this end, a- number of 
ISJP members volunteered to assist 
in the project.

Pose Problems 


In Translating 


Along With Decoding Troubles

the four panels surrounding the central design of an early Morse 





telegraphic instrument! 

This supposition is based in part 
upon the scrambled accounts which 
have appeared. in the Japanese 
philatelic press to the effect that 
the inscription in the south panel is 
“backwards” or is a ‘“‘mirror- 
image’’, or is garbled in some way 
or another. In part, this supposi- 


tion is based upon the personal dif- 
ficulties I have experienced in con- 
siderable effort devoted to solving 
the problems presented. 























I am now happy to be able to re- 
port that the designer made ro 
errors and the engraver made no 
errors and the codes used were 
used correctly. Collectors having 
copies of this interesting stamp 
would find it fascinating to verify 
the following findings by checking 
their stamps with a magnifying 
glass of moderate power, althougn 
the markings concerned can all be 
identified by the normal eye. 


The first clue to reading the 
codes in the four panels is found in 
the two-line inscription in charac- 
ters in the upper central portion 
of the stamp. A tranliteration and 
translation of these characters is 
as follows. The top line, running 
from left to right: 

KOKU-SAT (‘International’) 
DEN-KI (‘‘Electrical’’) TSU-SHIN 
(‘Commu nications’) REN-GO 
(“Union’’). 

The second line, also running 
from left to right: 

KA-MEI (‘‘Accession”’ or ‘‘Affili- 
ation’’) 7 5 SHU-NEN (‘‘Whole 
years"’) KI-NEN (‘ ‘Commemora- 
tion’’). 

Bearing this inscription in mind, 
let us turn first of all. to the in- 
scription in the north (top) panel, 
which at first glance looks like the 
ordinary dot-and-dash code. This 
is not in the normal Morse code, 


however, but is in what is called 
“Japanese Kana Morse’’, 
It is to be recalled that the 


Japanese have no alphabet, but do 
have a syllabary and, it follows, 
they have a Morse code designed 
for the transmission of symbols for 
syllables. Through the courtesy of 
one Japanese friend, I learned that 
this combination of dots and dashes 
stands for the following: 

Dash dash dash dash KO 

Dot dot dot dash KU 

Dash dot dash dot dash SA 

Dot dash I 

Thus we have KOKU-SAIL, mean- 
ing ‘International’? and we know 
that we probably have started with 
the correct panel to give us the 
inscription translated in the pre- 
ceding paragraph, 

Going clockwise, we refer now to 
panel down the east (right) side 
of the stamp. We leave the stamp 
upright, and read the dots by pairs 
from top to bottom of the panel. 
As will be seen, this is a perforated 
tape, so we ignore the tiny perfora- 
tion dots down its center and con- 
cern ourselves with the big round 
ones at the sides. 

These are in two basic combina- 
tions: 

« . Signifying a dot, and 
-.”*. which represents a dash. 

Through the courtesy of still an- 
other Japanese friend I find that 
this is called a Wheatstone tape, 


known to the Japanese as ‘‘Hoit- 
susuton taapu’’. The translation of 
this code is as follows, reading 
downward:

DEN-KI or “Electrical’’. 

The Japanese 6-unit Teleprinter 
code seen next in the south or bot 
tom panel is the one which has 
caused the greatest difficulty and 
a large number of Japanese friends 
have been unable to help me. Re- 
cently, however, a_ visitor from 
Japan was able to read this for 
me. 


It reads from right to left, again 
going clockwise from the previous 
inscription. ‘It will be observed 
that again there is a central line 
of perforations, with larger perfora- 
tions both above and below the 
central line. 

The syllabics are depicted by 
means of a single vertical line of 


perforations above and below the} 


central line, in combination. In ail, 
it is to be seen that there are six 
spaces vertically which we may 
number for our purposes 1, 2, 3, 4, 
5, and 6, from the top downward. 


This particular code is used in 
two ways; first of all for the 
ordinary syllabics, with a second 


column, using the same code, for 
figures, nigori, letters, a few syl- 
labics and various symbols. There 
are also groups of perforations 
which serve as indicators to show 
whether the code should be 
as a syllabic or should be 
from the figures column. 

Let us now proceed with the in- 
scription itself, beginning at the 
right end of the panel and reading 
each vertical row of dots by count- 
ing from the top downward. We find 
that the first column shows dots in 
the 4th, 5th and 6th ‘‘steps’’, the 
second column in the 3rd and 4th, 
and the third in the 3rd, 5th and 
6th. Continuing, then:

Finally, we turn to the panel on 
the west, the last, which is called, 
according to one Japanese friend, 
an “‘Andurata’’, It is, of course, a 
Japanese Kana Morse Undulator. 
This particular panel reads from 
left to right (upwards on the stamp 
itself)’ with’ the folloWing results. 
considering the top row of flats and 
points across the row as dashes and 
dots, respectively. 

Dash dot dash dot dot KI 

Dash dash dot dash NE 

Dot dash dot dash dot N, KINEN 
(Commemorative’’), 

We thus find, as anticipated, that 
the codes in the four panels, be- 
ginning with the top panel and 
then going clockwise, reproduce, 
in syllabics and figures, the same 
inscription seen in the two-line in- 
scription in characters in the upper 
central portion of the stamp itself. 

I have seen two types of first day 
covers for this stamp. One, pro- 
duced by the Japan Postal Culture 
Assn. c/o Ministry of Postal Ser- 
vices, depicts the first Japanese 
public telegraph operation, in 
Yokohama in 1877. 

The other has, for illustrative 
purposes, four code tapes. The 
tape running from west to east at 
the top, is in Japanese Kana Morse 
and stands for KO-KU, the begin- 
ning of KOKUSAI. The strip run- 
ning from the northwest to the 
south east, with but three small 
errors, stands for DENKI, and so 
it goes, but it is to be doubted tha‘ 
this would be of much general in- 
terest. 

The members of the International 
Society for Japanese Philately 
have an unlimited interest in the 
postage stamps of Japan, as may 
be evidenced by this short account 








of the inscriptions on a_ single 
stamp,

Very Low Proportion Of HPO 
Overland Mail Cancels Due To 


Insufficient Advance Details

Early in October the Butterfield Overland Mail caravan, retrac-

St. Louis September 16. 

We followed the overland car- 
avan through most of southern 
Arizona and had a chance to 
gain firsthand information on 
how the more than a quarter of 
a million philatelic covers were 
being handled at the various 
stops by HPO No. 1. What we 
learned was quite revealing and 
will probably answer Many ques- 
tions of collectors who had sent 
covers for servicing along the 
2800-mile route. 

The most revealing fact uncov- 
ored—and it came as quite a sur- 
prise to us, too—was the method 
by which covers received the 
special caravan cancellation of 
the HPO truck. Like many col- 
lectors, we were under the im- 
pression that mail would receive 
the HPO eancellation at each 
night’s corral stop. This was not 
the case and after it was explain- 
ed to us we can readily see why 
this could not be the case! 

Actually, only those philatelic 
covers which were directly de- 
posited in the mail box on the 
HPO truck at the various stops 
received the HPO cancellation! 
Covers which were sent to any 
postoffice along the caravan 
route received only the town 
cancellation of that particular 
postoffice. Then when the HPO 
arrived with the caravan the 
souvenir mail was picked up and 
carried on the HPO to San Fran- 
cisco where it received the Octo- 
ber 10 backstamp and then was 
dispatched to the addressees, 


We asked: “Why weren’t all 
covers cancelled by the HPO?” 
The answer was certainly a 
basic one—and the only logical 
one: The HPO is actually a 
traveling postoffice with its own 
cancellation. Mail deposited with 
it would be canceled by it! For 
an example, if one deposits a let- 
ter within the bounds of the New 
York postoffice,. one couldn’t ex- 
pect that letter to be cancelled 
by the Philadelphia postoffice! 
It’s that simple—if a collector 
sent a letter to'a postoffice along 
the caravan route the only pos- 
sible cancellation that letter 
could receive would be that of 
the postoffice to which the let- 
ter was sent for: servicing. 

Some collectors were aware of 
this procedure of mail canceling 
and sent covers to friends in 
towns where the caravan was 
scheduled to make mail pickups. 
These friends then went to the 
mail box on the HPO Truck No. 
1 and deposited the covers. 
These covers all received the 
HPO overland mail caravan can- 
cellation. Visitors to the car- 
avan’s overnight corral stops also 
had a chance to deposit mail in 




















the HPO mail box. These, too, 


received the colorful HPO car- 
avan cancel, 

When the excitement of this 
great philatelic adventure dies 
down and collectors have a 
chance to scan through their 
covers they are sure to cOme up 
with the revealing fact that the 
truly scarce items of the entire 
caravan rerun will be—those 
covers bearing the special HPO 
caravan cancellation. 

Unfortunately, this circum- 
stance was not explained by the 
Post Office Department in any 
of its advance publicity and in- 
structions, and only a _ veteran 
cover collector long experienced 
in the whys and wherefores of 
the labyrinth of PL&R could 
have been expected to anticipate 
its presence and application. As 
a result, countless collectors have 
wound up disappointed in their 
covers which have an ordinary

Missive Carried 
By Regulus Missile 


Neither elements at sea nor 
a fiery crash has stayed the ap- 
pointed delivery of a missile mis- 
sive, according to a story in the 
September 26 “Evening Tribune” 
of San Diego, Calif. 

Of course it took eight days 
for the letter to travel about 1000 
miles, but then the little delays 
can be ironed out. 

Capt. Ralph E. Styles, com- 
mander of Submarine Flotilla 1 
there, recently received a let- 
ter launched aboard the first 
Regulus II guided missile to be 
fired at sea from a submarine. 

The letter was from Rear Adm. 
J. P. Monroe, commander of the 
Pacific Missile Range at Point 
Mugu. It called attention to the 
historic missile flight and asked 
Styles to pray that the weapon 
never be needed for a more war- 
like mission. 

The Regulus II was launched 
September 16 from the subma- 
rine “Grayback” a mile off the 
Point Mugu Naval Air Missile 
Test Center. 

It traveled more than 200 miles 
to Edwards Air Force Base, but 
the Regulus’ landing mechanism 
failed at Edwards and the mis- 
sile crashed in flames. The Styles 
letter was saved. 

Since the letter was addressed 
to Styles in care of Fleet Post, 
San Francisco, that’s where it 
went after being recovered from 
the nose cone. 

Finally it was forwarded to 
Styles’ headquarters aboard the

Naturally, a set of commemora- 
tive stamps was issued to mark the 
occasion. A modest four in number, 
two were released February 11 and 
the remaining pair November 10, 
1940, both dates being important in 
the history of Japan. Succinct de- 
tails are given in Scott’s Catalogue, 
under Nos. 299-302, as follows (the 
word “‘kite’’ refers to the hawk-like 
bird, and not to the {lying device):

Followed by the note reading: 

‘Issued to commemorate the 
2,600th anniversary of the birth of 
the Japanese Empire.” 

Stanley Gibbons, under Nos. C118- 
121 gives these details but adds that 
the 2 sen and 10s. values were 
issued on February 11, 1940 and the 
4s. and 20s. values were issued on 
November 10, 1940, plus the note that 
all four stamps were printed by the 
“Government Printin é Works, 
Tokio.”’ 

The New World- Wide Postage 

Stamp Catalogue of Minkus does 
much better and adds that: 
“2s. Gold - colored kite which 
perched on Jimmu’s bow and 
emitted light which dazzled enemies, 
aiding Jimmu in conquest of Japan. 
“4s. Mt. Takachiho, on which 
Ninigi-no-Mikoto (great grandfather 
of Jimmu) deposited sacred trea- 
sures, 





‘10s. Sake jar and ayu (trout-like 
fish). According to legend, Jimmu, 
descendant of gods, when founding 
Japan, placed jars in the Nyu river. 
Fish became drunk as omen of 
Jimmu’s success in establishing 
peace in the land. 

‘20s. Kashihara shrine dedicated 
to Jimmu, built 1890, on spot where 
Jimmu was enthroned (as ist Jap- 
anese emperor); enlarged 41940.’ 
Minkus adds that the occasion was 
the ‘‘2600th anniversary of the leg- 
endary founding of Japanese Em- 
pire.’ 

The 1955 English Edition of the 
Specialized Catalog of The Postage 
Stamps of Japan, by Robert M. 
Spaulding, Jr. contains all of the 
particulars previously furnished by 
him to Minkus, plus the following:

Commem Quartet Of 2600th

East, Japan. But it was not the 200th notch, nor yet the 2000th mark—it 
was the 2600th anniversary of the ascension to the throne of the first 





000; 4-sen, 10,880,000; 10-sen, 570,000; 
20-sen, 1,072,000. “Engraved in 
sheets of 50: the 2 and 10 are ar- 
range 10 x 5 and the 4 and 20 
are 5 x 10.” Mr. Spaulding adds 
that the stamps were printed by the 
Cabinet Printing Bureau and_ that 
the specimen stamps consist of 
stamps overprinted ‘‘mihon,” in 
black syllabics. 

By referring to ‘‘Japanese Postage 
Stamps’’, Tourist Library 30, pre- 
pared by the Board of Tourist In- 
dustry, Japanese Government Rail- 
ways and issued in Tokyo in 1940; 
Dr. Ernest Wilson Clement’s “A 
Short History of Japan’’, 1939: Her- 
bert H. Gowen’s ‘Outline History 
of Japan” 1927; the publications of 
the International Society for Japan- 
ese Philately; and to certain ma- 
terial in the possession of R. P. 
Alexander, the following article has 
been made possible. 

Printing—A unique process was 
developed by the Japanese Govern- 
ment Printing Bureau and was used 
for printing all four stamps. Upon 
superficial examination, the stamps 
appear to be “recess-printed’’, but 
careful examination shows places 
which look more like photogravure 
—for example the cloud behind the 
Golden Kite on the 2-sen value. Al- 
though details of this Bureau-Style 
printing, known as Kyoku-shiki or 
“GPB-style’’ recess printing can- 
not be made public, it is believed 
to be an improved or modified 
photogravure process which does not 
require a screen in the plate mak- 
ing. I am indebted to Prof. Yoshit- 
sugi Mishima for this information 
(contained in Japanese Philately, 
Vol. VIII No. 8 (December 1953). 

Designers—The original drawings 
for all four stamps were made by 
Matsuura Takeji, but the designers 
of the stamps were as follows: 

Kasori Teizo—2-sen and 4-sen. 

Kimura Masaru—10-sen and 20- 
sen. 

Size of Impression—2s. and 10s., 
2242mm x 27mm; 42. and 20s., 27mm 
x 22%mm. 

Plate Imprint—In the case of the 
2s. and 10s. values, the imprint is 
under Nos. 45 and 46. In the case 
of the 4s. and the 20s. values, it 
is under No. 48. The imprint in 
each case reads NAIKAKU “‘Cabi- 
net’) INSATSU-KYOKU (‘Printing 
Bureau’’) SEIZO (‘‘Produced by..’’). 

fnscriptions—All four stamps have 
an inscription across the top reading 
from right to left: DAI (‘‘Great’’) 
NIPPON (‘Japan’) TEI-KOKU 
(‘Imperial’) YU-BIN (‘Postage’). 

At the bottom of the 2s. and 4s. 
stamps; in the west panel of the 
10s. and above the shrine roof in 
the 20s. is the inscription, reading 
from right to left or from top to 
bottom, KI-GEN (‘‘Era’’) NI-SEN- 
ROP-PYAKU-NEN (‘‘2,600 years’’) 
KI-NEN (‘‘Commemorative’’). 

In the east panel of the 10s. item 
is the interesting inscription, read- 
ing from top to bottom, mentioned 
by George A. Fisher, Jr. in Japan- 
ese Philately Vol. IX No. 3 (April 
1954) as reading HAK-KO ICHI-U 
and meaning, roughly ‘“‘Harmony for 
the whole world’’. 

A letter from Prof. Edwin 0. 
Reischauer dated March 18, 1957 to 
R. P. Alexander states that this is 
telescoped from a phrase appearing 





in “Nihon Shogi’’, where Aston 


translates it: “Thereafter the capital 
may be extended so as to embrace 
all the six cardinal points, and the 
eight cords may be covered so as 
to form a roof.” 
Aston’s footnote reads: ‘‘The char- 
acter for roof also means the uni- 
verse. The eight cords, or measuring 
tapes, simply mean everywhere.” 
Dr. Reischauer adds that ‘‘Actual- 
ly ‘‘thakko’’ occurs in the Huai-nan- 
tzu (2nd century B. C.) meaning the 
“eight directions’, and ichiu occurs 
in Chinese literature meaning ‘‘one 
house’. In my opinion, the phrase 
“Hakko Ichiu’’ was used by the 
Japanese as part of Japan’s ideologi- 
cal delusion that the entire world 
was to be brought into harmony, by 
being placed under the control of 
Japan! 

The only other inscriptions are 
for the values themselves, in the 
lower right hand corner of the 2, 4 
and 10s. stamps and the lower left 
hand corner of the 20s. value, follow- 
ed by the character for ‘‘Sen’’. 
Designs—The design selected for 
the 2s. stamp is that of the bird 
known as the Golden Kite (Kinshoku- 
Reishi). Why a Golden Kite? This 
harks back to an episode related in 
the ‘‘Nippon Shogi’’ (‘‘Chronicles of 
Japan’’) generally referred to as 
the “Nihongi’, dating from the 
eighth century after Christ. 

The story goes that the strongest 
and most influential enemy of the 
Imperial Army under Emperor 
Jimmu was the Nagasunehiko fam- 
ily. In the mythological ‘‘December 
663 B. C’” (according to this mythol- 
ogical account), the two armies 
joined in a severe battle. The Em- 
peror was opposed by overwhelm- 
ing forces. 


midst of which a beautiful Golden 
Kite appeared most unexpectedly 
and settled on the top of the Em- 
peror’s bow. A bright light emanat- 
ed from this wonderful bird, a light 
so bright that it dazzled the eyes 
of the enemy which the Emperor’s 
forces quickly prevailed. 

Nagasunehiko offered to surrender 
that his life might be spared but the 
Emperor ordered him to be put to 
death. 

In the mythological February of 
the following year, the Emperor 
subdued the rest of Yamato Prov- 
ince and restored peace to the 
country. (The foregoing has been 
based in large measure upon the 
account by Y. Shimoda, director of

The supply line between 
Louisiana and Canada _ severed, 
this spelled the permanent end 
of French domination of the 
trans-Allegheny Mountain re- 
gion. No longer were the En- 
glish settlers hemmed in_ be- 
tween the Appalachian range 
and the Atlantic Ocean. “The 
Gateway to the West” was open. 

Five years. before, George 

Washington had passed the Forks 
of the Ohio and had written in 
his journal that this location 
seemed “extremely well situated 
for a Fort.” The next year Gov- 
ernor Dinwiddie of Virginia sent 
young Washington to build Fort 
Prince George at this, the con- 
fluence of the Allegheny and the 
Monongahela Rivers. Before the 
fort was completed, it was cap- 
tured by the French and named 
in honor of Marquis Duquesne, 
the governor of New France. 
But they were destined to hold 
the Point a mere four years. On 
the day of British capture, Gen- 
eral Forbes named the new out- 
post Fort Pitt in a letter to Prime 
Minister William Pitt. 
Now “The Point” between the 
rivers is Point State Park, with 
the Blockhouse the only remnant 
of Fort Pitt. Double deck bridges, 
new tunnels, intricate freeway 
interchanges, gleaming skyscrap- 
ers, a civic auditorium, and a 
municipal stadium are rising 
from the old Pittsburgh where 
ten years ago residential and 
commercial slums stood. 

The commercial core of the 
city between the rivers is known 
as “The Golden Triangle’. A 
large fraction of it has been 
leveled and rebuilt in recent 
years in preparation for the bi- 
centennial, much as_ Forbes 
leveled the gutted French fort 
oy had a larger garrison erect- 
ed. 





Pittsburgh Getting Set 


In 18 Years 


William T. Johnson 


Two hundred years to the day after General John, Forbes led 
2500 English and Colonial soldiers into the smoldering ruins of Fort 
Duquesne, the United States Post Office Department will mark the 
founding of Pittsburgh by issuing a 4c commemorative, November 
25. On that day in 1758, 500 French soldiers burned the fort and 
fled northward to Canada from the Forks of the Ohio with the ad- 
vance of the superior British force. 








For a city’ with such a rich his- 
torical background, Pittsburgh 
has long awaited philatelic rec- 
ognition. In the last quarter 
century, Pittsburgh has had but 
one first day of issue accorded 
it. That was the Ethelbert Nevin 
10c (Scott No. 883) of the com- 
posers’ group of the Famous 
American Series, issued Novem- 
ber 10, 1940, 

Pittsburgh was passed over in 
favor of Bardstown, Ky. even 
when the city’s most famous na- 
tive composer, Stephen C. Fos- 
ter, was honored by the ic value 
(879) of that same set, May 3, 
1940. Victor Herbert composed 
many of his famous operettas 
while conductor of the Pitts- 
burgh Symphony Orchestra from 
1898 to 1904, but New York was 
given the nod for the 3c issue 
(881). of this same composers’ 
group, May 13, 1940. 

Andrew Mellon, born in Pitts- 

burgh, a financial giant in bank- 
ing, coal, coke, oil, and alumi- 
num, and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury under Harding, Coolidge, 
and Hoover, was honored by a 
3c commemorative (1072) on the 
centennial of his birth, Decem- 
ber 20, 1955, but Washington, pak 
C., was chosen for the day ef is- 
sue. 
The centennial of the steel in- 
dustry was observed with a 3c 
commemorative (1090) on May 
22, 1957, but Pittsburgh, long 
synonymous with leadership in 
steel production, was bypassed 
for New York City. 

Thus it is understandable that 
the two and a half million resi- 
dents of Greater Pittsburgh, the 
eighth largest metropolis in the 
nation, are happy that their past 
heritage and present greatness 
are to be finally commemorated 
philatelically this November 25.

The issue opens with an outline 
of the numerous types and cat- 
egories of postal stationery issued 
by Japan. 

Following this broad survey 
are two long articles: a specializ- 
ed catalog of Japanese ordinayy 
mail postal cards by Robert M. 
Spaulding, Jr., and a complete 
listing by George A. Fisher, Jr., 
of the 72 official picture postcards 
without imprinted postage 
stamps, issued by the Ministry of 
Communications. 

For a long time, it has been ex- 
tremely difficult for collectors 
outside Japan to ascertain what 
ordinary mail postal cards Japan 
has issued since 1873. This, of 
course, has made it impossible to 
arrange collections intelligenty, 
much less to look for missing 
issues or to attempt formation of 
a specialized collection. 

The new catalog listing meets 
all these needs, in terse but de- 
tailed form. There is only one 
Japanese-language. listing which 
matches it in level of special- 
ization, and this Japanese listing 
is appearing serially in a little

known magazine, and is not yet 
complete. 

The article listing the official 
picture postcards fully describes 
the interesting and colorful. de- 
signs used to commemorate such 
diverse activities as the 1908 visit 
of the American fleet to Japan 
and the 1910 Japan-British Ex- 


The special commemorative in- 
scriptions on the cards are iden- 


tified and translated, and all of 
the innumerable small objects 
and designs incorporated into 


the many composite pictures are 
described. The 72 cards are listed 
by issue and set. 

Four plates of illustrations ac- 
company the article; in addition 
to illustrating all 72 cards, they 
also contain reproductions of the 
13 special commemorative can- 
cellations which were used. 

Generally speaking, JAPANESE 
PHILATELY contains many ar- 
ticles on a wide variety of sub- 
jects pertaining to the stamps, 
postal stationery, and postal his- 
tory of Japan, Japanese territo- 
ries and occupied areas, and the 
Ryukyu Islands, but this issue is 
a special issue devoted to Postal 
Stationery. 

Copies are available only to 
members of the ISJP, but mem- 
bership is always open to any 
interested philatelists.

From “One” To 


“Two”-And Back 


All of the National Parks of Ja- 
pan, more specifically, the Kokurit- 
su-Koen or “nationally established 
parks’’, have been honored with a 
series of stamps but late in 1957, 
the Japanese authorities decided to 
start a new set depicting the Pre- 
fectural Parks. The latter are known 
as kokutei-koen and differ from the 
National Parks in that they are op- 
erated by the local prefectures rath- 
er than by the national Ministry of 
Welfare. Kokutei-koen means ‘“‘na- 
tionally designed parks’’, 

It was the intention of the au- 
thorities to restrict these issues to 
a single adhesive for each of the 
14 kokutei-koen in Japan, and to 
spread the series over a period of 
two or three years. But instead of 
making a single stamp for the Sado- 
Yahiko Park issue of August 20, 
1958 — the first of the series — two 
stamps appeared. 

The reason for this particular in- 


crease may be of some interest. It 
is understood that Mr. Tanaka, 
then Minister of Postal Services, 


hails from Yahiko city and was run- 
ning as a candidate for the Nation- 
al Diet. As a gracious gesture to 
his constituents, he ordered a second 
stamp for the Sado-Yahiko Park, 
showing a view of Mt. Yahiko. 

Be that as it may be, by the 
time the commems appeared, Mr. 
Tanaka was no longer the Minister 
of Postal Services! Whether he gain- 
ed a seat in the Nation! Diet is not 
known, but it is defintely understood 
that all future issues in this series 
will be restricted to one stamp per 
park. 


Official FD 3c Postal 
Card Given By AFDCS 


The American First Day Cov- 
er Society, host and sponsor of 
the first day release of the Au- 
gust 1 3c Victory postal card in 
Philadelphia, has extended until 
the end of the year its offer of 
a special premium for each new 
member, 

As long as supplies last, one of 
the AFDCS official first day, en- 
graved cachet, cards will be giv- 
en to each person joining the 
group during 1958.

NOTES 


In the above are several 4c coil 
items. Perhaps there were some 
previous but these seem to be 
the first of this value coil, The 
Ye Liberty Bureau _ probably 
won’t be precanceled very much 
although wtih the 2%c and 4%c 
values in the offing it might be 
used as an addition to existing 
values. One would guess that 
local 42c items would be employ- 
ed to use up slow moving values 
that are outdated by new rates. 

That Clifton, N. J. . narrow 
Prexy removes this item from 
the potentially scarce class. It 
had been selling from 30c to a 
dollar per copy. 

Those not often seen City Type 
coils are still with us. Saw sev- 
eral copies of the 2c Liberty coil 
precanceled Harrisburg. These 
will probably be more _ scarce 
than either the 2c Bureau coil or 
sheet stamp from Harrisburg but 
probably won’t command any 
fancy price because there are not 
enough collectors going after 
them. 


BULLETIN BOARD 


The “Nebraska News” with 
Liberties from Buchard, Nebr. in 
the new rubber type. Nebraska 
has 414 Towns and 643 Types. 
Another mailing of the “NEWS” 
comes from Boys Town, Nebr. I 
imagine this is quite welcome to 
many collectors as this town was 
on many want lists. 

The Denver, Colo. Stamp Club. 
mailed a bulletin with Liberties 
from Strasburg, Colo. This is a 
non-precancel club, but one that 
sees the value of using interest- 
ing precancels on club mailings 
at various times. 

Another non-precancel group, 
the Southeast Kansas Philatelic 
Society, mailed its “Roster” with 
Liberty precancels from Axtell, 
Kans. This looks like one of the 
new rubber types. 

Still another non-precancel 
club using precancels, and one 
we have mentioned several times 
is the Tucson Stamp Club. Its 
October bulletin was mailed 
from Flagstaff, Ariz. This looks 
like rubber handstamp too, but a 
lot like the old-time styles.

News Round-Up 
From Washington 


The most recent Post Office De- 
partment news releases concern fi- 
nal sales totals of commemoratives 
recently withdrawn from sale at 
the Philatelic Agency, a list of plate 
number combinations of the 8c Kos- 
suth stamp, a new list of plate 
numbers still on sale at the Agency, 
and the announcement of several 
new slogan cancellations soon to be 
put in use. 

There were 50,483,077 of the 4c 
airmail stamps issued out of a to- 
tal of 62,685,800 printed. The differ- 
ence.represents stock mutilated and 
on hand when the new 5c rate went 
into effect August 1 for sending 
postcards by airmail. 

In the commemorative _ field, 
there were 53,854,750 of the 8c Ro- 
tary International stamps _ issued 
and 63,185,000 of the 6c Air Force 
airmails. 

Three-cent commermcrative totals 
were topped by the 176,075,000 
Armed Forces Reserve stamps. 
Other totals available are: 3c Ben- 
jamin Franklin, 129,384,550; Turkey 
“Wildlife Conservation’’, 123,159,400; 
Antelope ‘‘Wildlife Conservation’’, 
123,138,800; Booker T. -Washington, 
121,184,600; FIPEX, 119,784,200; Ft. 
Ticonderoga, 118,664,600; Pure Food 
and Drug, 112,932,200; and Andrew 
Mellon, 112,434,000. 

Plate numbers assigned to print 
the 8c Lajos Kossuth ‘Champion 
of Liberty’ stamp released Septem- 
ber 19 in Washington, D C. thus 
far embrace 12 combinations. These 
are 26056 with 26119 and 26093; 
26062 with 26119 and 26098: 26088 
with 26092, 26095, 26008 and 26119, 
and 26091 with 26092, 26095, 26098 
and 26119. Four-cent kossuth plates 
assigned are 26124-5-5-7. 

The Philatelic Sales Agency, Post 
Office Department, Washington 25, 
D. C., has issued a revised listing 
of plate numbers available at the 
Agency. It includes commemora- 
tives and the 1954-8 ‘‘Liberty’’ se- 
ries and is, of course, subject to 
regulations set forth on the regular 
Agency stock list. Copies of both 
are available to those sending a 
stamped, addressed envelope to the 
Philatelic Sales Agency. 

Twenty cities across the nation 
will utilize special slogan canceling 
machine die hubs from November 
1, 1958 through Novernber 1, 1959, 
marking the 25th anniversary of the 
Academy of American Poets. These 
cities are New York, Philadelphia, 
Detroit, Cleveland, Boston St. 
Louis, San Francisco, Houston, Mi- 
ami, Washington, Los Angeles, Buf- 
falo (N. Y.), Minneapolis, New Or- 
leans, Denver, Richmond, Atlanta, 
Seattle, and Scaredale (N. Y.). 

Dothan, Ala. used a cancel “‘At- 
tend The National Peanut Festival 
October 20-25” through October 25; 
Orange, N. J. is using one ‘“‘Orange 
Library 75th Anniversary 1883-1958” 
through December 31, and Wahoo, 
Nebr. is using one reading ‘‘75th 
Anniversary Luther College 1883- 
1958’’ through December 31.

For the occasion of the issu- 
ance of the new U. S. Forest 
Conservation stamp on October 
27, the collection has been 
brought up to date for display. 
This article, therefore, is a re- 
view of new stamp issues which 
have appeared in the past four 
years and are appropriate for the 
collection. 

Only a-few of the stamps 
which were previously listed are 
mentioned here. For the com- 
plete current story, the reader is 
referred to the issue of “Topical 
Time” magazine for autumn 1958. 

Various stamps picturing for- 
ests have appeared recently. 
Many of them have special refer- 
ence to conservation drives or 
other purposes. One apparently 
issued only as a scenic item is 
the Cyprus Troodos forest stamp 
(Figure 1). The same may be said 
of pictures of individual trees. 
Some new, farrous trees on 
stamps include the sacred tree of 
Buddha (2), the cotton tree of 
Sierra Leone, and the Ombu of 
Uruguay. 

At least one new tree known 
as a national emblem has ap- 
peared—the olive, representing 
ancient Israel’s tribe of Asher 
(4). The tree was its emblem be- 
cause the tribe lived in the fer- 
tile valleys where olives grew. 
Several stamps with other 
forms of tree symbolism have ap- 
peared, the latest being Ger- 
many’s Turner issue (5), in which 
the oak leaf represents strength. 
Others include stamps from In- 
dia, Brazil, Germany (7), Poland 
(3), Israel, and Korea. The 
Christmas tree has appeared on 
stamps from Austria (6) and 
Korea. 

In a new section added “to the 
story, forests are recognized as 
the homes of many kinds of wild 
animals and birds. Man is for- 
tunate for having the opportuni- 
ty to pursue many activities in 
the forests, including hunting, 
hiking, fishing, camping, and 
other recreation. 

A number of new stamps have 
also been issued dealing with 
cutting and handling of logs. Is- 
suing countries include Persia, 
Argentina, Sarawak (8), Laos, 
and Czechoslovakia. 

The French African colonies 
have contributed some beautiful, 
detailed views of mechanized 
yarding and truck loading opera- 
tions (9), and of a long raft of 
logs on a river. Transportation 
of logs to the mills by land and 
water has been illustrated by 
British Honduras, Norway, Ro- 
mania, North Borneo and Singa- 


re. 

In the field of wood utilization, 
five nations have released 
stamps showing sawing of logs or 
carpenters at work, and a recent 
issue from Papua pictures a ply- 
wood mill. 

At this point we may also in- 
troduce a number of postal me- 
ter slogan cancellations on which 
manufacturers of wood products, 
such as flooring and plywood, 
have advertised their products. 

Among other uses of wood, 
pictures of matches, toys such as

Totem 
poles, on which the Indians of 
the Northwest recorded their 
history, are shown on Canada. 

New views of paper mills have 
come from Pakistan, Costa Rica 
and Canada. Brazil honored 
newspaper by illustrating a pa- 
rana pine, from which newsprint 
is made, 

Cellulose, when specially puri- 
fied, is also used for many chemi- 
eal products. One of these is cel- 
lulose nitrate, and France has is- 
sued a commemorative stamp for 
Count Chardonnet, who first de- 
veloped a rayon-like fiber from 
the nitrate. 

Alfred Nobel and George East- 
man are others who were instru- 
mental in developing cellulose 
products. Producers of paper and 
cellulose products also use meter 
cancellations to advertise those 
materials, 

The last part of this collection 
deals with stamps, post office 
cancellations, and meter slogans 
pertaining to conservation and 
reforestation. Most of these items 
are recent, indicating the gen- 
eral public’s’ recent concern for 
conservation and the value of 
stamps as propaganda. For this 
reason the full current story of 
conservation is given here. 

Conservation practice in the 
United States began when Wil- 
liam Penn, 1682, directed that 
“for every five acres of forest 
leveled, one must be replanted,” 
But it was not until the admin- 
istration of President Benjamin 
Harrison that a Forest Service 
was established by the U. S. gov- 
ernment. 

Even this office had little sig- 
nificance until President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt established it in 
the general form and purpose 
which it retains today. 

Roosevelt, with a background 
of outdoor life, appreciated the 
importance of forests as national 
resources, and promoted’ several 
measures for their conservation. 
The centennial of his birth was 
recognized by a special slogan 
cancellation in New York and 
by issuance of the Forest Conser- 
vation stamp. 

Today conservation involves 
much scientific work on im- 
provement of tree species and 
adaptation of useful ones to 
areas where needed. One of the 
foremost founders of this science 
was Carl von Linne of Sweden, 
known also as Linneaus. 

He established the botanical 
classification system and named 
thousands of plants. He has been 
pictured on stamps of Sweden, 
Germany and Romania. Other 
prominent botanists include 
Charles Darwin, Luther Burbank 
and Augusto do Saint-Hilaire of 
Brazil. 

Botanical research gardens 
carry on this work, and other re- 
search institutions study the uses 
of wood and cellulose from trees. 
Forestry societies are active in 
many countries.

shelters for fields, has been rec- 
ognized by Romania, Bulgaria, 
Turkey, Russia and Nationalist 
China. Russia postally marked a 
vast program of shelter belt and 
forest area planting throughout 
her southwestern regions. 
General campaigns of public 
education on forest conservation 
have taken many forms. Some 
campaigns recognize special 
days, weeks or months, while 
others are general. Issues include 
those from Iceland (15), Romania 
(17) China, Japan, Ryukyu Is- 
lands, Turkey, Italy (16), Syria, 
and the United States. 

Postal cancellations from two 
“Forest Festivals” and_ several 
industrial slogans are also in- 
cluded. More specific educational 
programs are carried on by or- 
ganizations such as the 4-H clubs 
and the United Nations’ FAO,

Other nations have also noted 
such educational campaigns. A 
Finnish magazine of forestry in- 
formation, “Tapio”, is publicized 
in its postal meter, 

Tree planting was first rec- 
ognized on a stamp in 1932, with 
the U.S. Arbor Day issue, Simi- 
lar stamps have come from Ro- 
mania Bulgaria (10), China (11), 
Korea, and Turkey (13). Russia 
has shown machine planters 
used in her shelter belt project. 

In Israel, millions of trees 
have been planted to replace an- 
cient forests which until recent- 
ly were desert areas. This work 
was honored by the Conquest of 
the Desert Exhibition, for which 
a stamp was issued. Trees for 
such plantings ceme from nurser- 
ies. One at Bad Liebenwerda, 
East Germany, is publicized by 
a postmark used there. 

The other facet of this subject 
is the protection of trees from 
various kinds of damage. Insect 
enotrol by hand and air spraying 
has been shown by Bulgaria and 
Romania. The Philippines holds 
competitions for the best-tended 
fruit trees as a memorial to the 
late Senora Quezon (14). 


But the most dramatic cause of 
damage to forests is fire, This 
subject has brought forth only 
one stamp—a new one from West 
Germany (18). As a prime field 
for public reminders, however, it 
has not been overlooked by users 
of cancelling and meter ma- 
chines. 


Several well-designed labels 
are shown in the collection. The 
slogan, “Prevent Forest Fires”, is 
used often. Another common 
one is the “Keep . . . Green” slo- 
gan first released in Washington 
State about 25 years ago. With 
state or locality names inserted, 
this canceller has been used ex- 
tensively elsewhere since then. 


An eye-catching postmark 
from Salem, Ore. shows a line 
of burned, black stumps, while 
another cancellation, reading 
“Only you can prevent forest 
fires”, has been distributed by 
the Post Office Department to a 
large number of cities, 


Recently these devices have in- 
cluded another. symbol of the 
publicity campaign—“Smokey”, 
the Fire Prevention Bear. And 
the picture of Smokey with the 
words, “Keep America Green”, 
appears on the first day canceller 
for the October 27 Forest Conser- 
vation issue, 


This, then, is the story we 
have found illustrated by stam; 3. 
Forests grow in many places and 
are intimately associated with 
mankind’s history and culture.

the Japan Postage Stamp Assn., 
published in 1940). 

The design selected for. the 4s. 
value depicts the sacred peak of 
Takachiho, one of the peaks of the 
Kirishima Mountains as _ viewed 
from Karakune Peak. 

Going back again to the Nihongi, 
we find that Ninigo-no-Mikot, a 
grandson of Amaterasu Omikami 
(the great Goddess of Heaven) and 
the great grandfather of Emperor 
Jimmu, came down from heaven 
and first set foot on the top of 
Takachiho Peak in Hyuga Province. 
Amaterasu - Omikami, the Great 
Goddess of Heaven, lived in Taka- 
magahara, the Japanese Heaven. 

It was when Amaterasu-Omikami 
heard that Japan was in deplor- 
able condition and was under the 
domination of an alien people that 
she decided to send her grandson 
down to Japan to rule over the 
country. It was Ninigo-no-Mikoto 
then who first tied Japan and 
Heaven together by descending up- 
on Takachiho. ° 

The design of the 10s. adhesiv 
is quite interesting. It shows a sake 
jar, fish and tranquil waves. Going 
back once again to the Nihongi, we 
find that according to some compu- 
tations, one day in December 663 
B. C. Emperor Jimmu arrived in 
Usa after starting his trip from 





Hyuga on, ‘tis said, October 5, 667 
+B. C. 


Upon arriving in Usa, the Em- 
eror climbed small Mt. Takakura 
o view the surrounding country. He 
had learned of the hostile acts of 
the alien tribes and savages in the 
surrounding country. 

That night he dreamed that he 
was to get some clay from the top 
of Amano - Kagoyama and make 
eighty flat dishes and one wine jar, 
and to dedicate these to the Gods 
and Goddesses of Heaven. The next 
morning, two of his assistants ob- 
tained clay and the Emperor set to 
work, made the dishes and the jar 
and dedicated them accordingly. 

At the same time, seeking an 
omen, he filled the jar with wine 
and sank it in the river, deciding 
that if fish came to it, got drunk, 
and then came to the surface of the 





river, it would be a sure sign of 
the success of the mission, but if 
no fish came, he would take it as an 
omen that he would fail, 

Great was his joy a little later 
to find drunken fish floating on the 
water. This interesting event has 
since been considered a happy omen 
and it was even submitted as the 
design for the ‘‘Banzai-bata” (‘“‘Long 
Live Flat’’) used for the festival at 
the Imperial Palace. The sacred jar 
was called “‘Itsube’’ (from “‘itsu’’ 
meaning ‘‘sacred’” and “be” or 
“he” meaning ‘“‘jar’’). 

The design of the 20s. stamp de- 
picts Kashiwara Shrine. Once again, 
we go back to the Nihongi, in which 
we learn that in the mythological 
February 662 B. C., after the Em- 
peror had subdued the rest of 
Yamato Province and _ restored 
peace to the country, he issued an 
Imperial Rescript stating that: 

“After five years of war, the 
rebels have been subdued and peace 
to central Japan has been restored. 
There is one thing I wish to accom- 
plish, and that is to build an Im- 
perial Palace at Kashiwara, south- 
east of Mt. Unebi, which is the cen- 
ter of the Empire.” 

The account continues that Em- 
peror Jimmu was then married and 
that on a date variously stated to 
be January 1, February 11, Febru- 
ary 18, and so on, of 660 B. C., 
he ascended the first throne of the 
Japanese Empire at the Kashiwara 
Palace. 

Significance of the Dates of Issue 
—Two of the stamps were issued 
February 11, 1940 in terms of our 
present western or Gregorian calen- 
dar. This is said to correspond ex- 
actly with a period of 2600 years 
running all the way back to Feb- 
ruary 11, 660 B. C. 

As to the date November 10, 1940 
on which the two remaining stamps 
were issued, no announcement was 
made by the Japanese authorities 
as to the reasons for selecting this 
particular date. 

George A. Fisher, Jr. editor of 
Japanese Philately, calls attention 
to the fact, however, that both Em- 
peror Taisho and Emperor Hirohito 
were enthroned on November 10 
(1915 and 1928, respectively) and 
Crown Prince Akihito was nominat-

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1952, and that thus the date Novem- 
ber 10 is of considerable signifi- 
cance. 

The Validity of the Date 660 B. C. 
—As pointed out by Professor B. H. 
Chamberlain in ‘“‘Things Japanese”, 
one eminent German professor even 
discussed the hour of Emperor 
Jimmu’s accession to the throne in 
the year 660 B. C! 

Actually, there was no _ written 
system in Japan for at least an- 
other thousand years. The earliest 
written work to come down to us is 
the ‘‘Kojiki’ (‘Record of Ancient 
Matters’’) dating from 712 A. D. 
followed by the Nihongi which was 
written in 720 A. D. 

It appears somewhat probable that 
following the introduction into Japan 
of the Chinese calendar, in 600 A. 
D. or thereabouts, the Japanese 
merely added a Chinese Great Cycle 
of 1,260 years and used this cycle 
to set an arbitrary date of 1,260 
years before 600 A. D. to obtain the 
date of 660 B. C. Thereupon they as- 
signed this date to the large volume 
of oral tradition in existence, to 
mark the commencement of the 
Japanese Imperial Line. 

Obviously, the 660 B. C. date 
must be regarded as mythological, 
but mythology is- interesting and 
constitutes no danger unless it is 
misconstrued as constituting actual 
history. Be that as it may be, the 
stamps discussed in this account 
faithfully depict the account of an 
early, mythological Japan and con- 
stitute an interesting chapter in the 
fieid of Japanese philately. 

Having somewhat arbitrarily se- 
lected 660 B. C., the task—a couple 
of thousand years and more later— 
of expressing the exact date in 
terms of the Western calendar of 
the date of Emperor Jimmu’s ac- 
cession to the throne, was somewhat 
more difficult. Various writers have 
picked various dates. 

Mr. Shimoda gives the date as 
“January 1, 660 B. C.”’ Having pick- 
ed on the first day of the first 
month of the year, some writers 
have construed this as being ‘‘Jan- 
uary 1’. This is far too simple a 
solution. 

Actually, there was no Japanese 
lunar calendar in being at the time 
of Emperor Jimmu’s 2nthronement. 
Had there been a lunar calendar 
at the time, it would have corre- 
sponded to February 18, 660 B. C. 
under the Julian calendar of the 
west, or February 11 of the later 
Gregorian calendar. But nobody had 
a calendar in 660 B. C.; all the sys- 
tems are retroactively computed in 
much later times. 

Theoretically, one might argue 
that the ‘fairest’ computation would 
be one which computed the 2600th 
anniversary by counting 2,532 lunar- 
calendar years (varying from 354 to 
384 days long) from 660 B. C. to 
sometime in 1872 or 1873, and then 
calculating an extra 68 solar-calen- 
dar years to bring it down to 1939 
or 1940, or somewhere around there. 

Whatever this may or may not 
prove is doubtful, but at least it 
probably would not work out to Jan- 
uary 1, 660 B. C. 

Perhaps there is no real need to 
fix an absolute date, but if one is 
to be established (and one apparent- 
ly. has been fixed), the date ‘‘Feb- 
ruary 11 Gregorian” is as good as 
any. And that is the date selected 
by the Japanese to celebrate the 
2600th anniversary of the enthrone- 
ment of Emperor Jimmu.
